A belated conference of refiners of sugar has been called 


by the Department of Justice to consider prices. 


What Mr. Palmer ought to issue is an order, rather than air 


invitation.

He 
was an early exponent of a graduated 
income tax; federal licensing of cor- 
porations; government operation of 
telephones and telegraphs; a double 
monetary standard; equal 
suffrage;

election; election of Senators by pop- 
ular vote; majority vote to overrule a 
veto of the President; popular elec- 
tion of federal judges; three-fourths 
majority jury verdict in civil cases, 
land an initiative and referendum.

according to the official statement just 
made by Provincial Officer Colonel 
William Evans. 


Of this amount $i,29«,760.00 had 


been spent on January 11 last and 
there remained a reserve of f 222,034.01 
to cover the amount required between 
then and the end of May, making the 
grand total $1,S1»,7S4.00. 


The greatest demand made upon the 


funds available for this province, 
which includes Ohio, Western Pennsyl- 
vania, Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Tennessee, was la the liquidation of 
mortgages 
oa the property of the 


Army, to which f 100,715.18 was de- 
voted, and is the purchase and erec- 
tion of new buildings to accommodate 
the greatly increased work of the or- 
ganization here. This cost 86SS,6»7.6». 


The debt which presented such a 


handicap to the work of the Army in 
this, as well as in other provinces, was 
the natural result of a long period of 
sacrifice, open-handed charity aad In- 
sufficient support. 
Fer years it has 


been the custom throughout the coun- 
try to send the needy to the Salvation 
Army where they always have receiv 
ed prompt and cheerful help; but it 
was too often overlooked that some re- 
turn was absolutely essential if the 
Institution was to maintain its feet. 


The necessary support was formerly 


not forthcoming in the offerings cast 
Into the tambourine passed in meet- 
ings and the Army bai until now found 
It imperative to mortgage its property 
in order to secure money for the car- 
rying on of the work. This old order 
changed for the better last year whoa 
the new plan of making a single an- 
nual Home Service Appeal to the 
whole country was adopted and when, 
for the first time in lt§ history, the 
Army was enabled to liquidate any 
considerable amount of. its debts and 
to pay the full salary of its officers, 
scanty though that is. 


Support of corps activities for the 


eight months ending w(th January 
took $131,048.00 while there remained 
a reserve of $m,300.00 to carry 
through May. Thia money covers the 
rental at buildings in places where the 
Army does hot own its establishments, 
lighting, heating and maintenance of 
these places as well as those actually 
owned by the organization, covers the 
salaries paid the workers la this prov- 
ince and includes traveling eipeases, 
stationery, telephones and printing. 


Maintenance of provincial and divi- 


sional headquarters activities cost 
|37«,(50.00, while (105,733.00 still re- 
main* unexpended and in reserve te 
maintain the work for the four remain- 
ing months. 


These provincial and divisional head- 


quarters exist for the purpose of m- 
pervlslng the work of the corps aad the 
exteasioa and development of tbe Sal- 
vatloa Army's undertakings generally 
within their territory. This expendi- 
ture therefore represents the rentals 
and maintenance of buildings used for 
officers and headquarters, salaries and 
the expense of operating fresh air 
camps and relief work. 


This province's share, $22,«27, went 


to bearing the expenses of national 
headquarters, while the national pen- 
sion fund which exists to provide for 
officers who have grown old in the 
service entailed the deduction of $60,- 
000 more from the grand total of the 
provincial budget. The women's work 
for the Province took $39,973.

made by Provincial Officer Colonel 
William Evans. 


Of this amount $i,29«,760.00 had 


been spent on January 11 last and 
there remained a reserve of f 222,034.01 
to cover the amount required between 
then and the end of May, making the 
grand total $1,S1»,7S4.00. 


The greatest demand made upon the 


funds available for this province, 
which includes Ohio, Western Pennsyl- 
vania, Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Tennessee, was la the liquidation of 
mortgages 
oa the property of the 


Army, to which f 100,715.18 was de- 
voted, and is the purchase and erec- 
tion of new buildings to accommodate 
the greatly increased work of the or- 
ganization here. This cost 86SS,6»7.6». 


The debt which presented such a 


handicap to the work of the Army in 
this, as well as in other provinces, was 
the natural result of a long period of 
sacrifice, open-handed charity aad In- 
sufficient support. 
Fer years it has 


been the custom throughout the coun- 
try to send the needy to the Salvation 
Army where they always have receiv 
ed prompt and cheerful help; but it 
was too often overlooked that some re- 
turn was absolutely essential if the 
Institution was to maintain its feet. 


The necessary support was formerly 


not forthcoming in the offerings cast 
Into the tambourine passed in meet- 
ings and the Army bai until now found 
It imperative to mortgage its property 
in order to secure money for the car- 
rying on of the work. This old order 
changed for the better last year whoa 
the new plan of making a single an- 
nual Home Service Appeal to the 
whole country was adopted and when, 
for the first time in lt§ history, the 
Army was enabled to liquidate any 
considerable amount of. its debts and 
to pay the full salary of its officers, 
scanty though that is. 


Support of corps activities for the 


eight months ending w(th January 
took $131,048.00 while there remained 
a reserve of $m,300.00 to carry 
through May. Thia money covers the 
rental at buildings in places where the 
Army does hot own its establishments, 
lighting, heating and maintenance of 
these places as well as those actually 
owned by the organization, covers the 
salaries paid the workers la this prov- 
ince and includes traveling eipeases, 
stationery, telephones and printing. 


Maintenance of provincial and divi- 


sional headquarters activities cost 
|37«,(50.00, while (105,733.00 still re- 
main* unexpended and in reserve te 
maintain the work for the four remain- 
ing months. 


These provincial and divisional head- 


quarters exist for the purpose of m- 
pervlslng the work of the corps aad the 
exteasioa and development of tbe Sal- 
vatloa Army's undertakings generally 
within their territory. This expendi- 
ture therefore represents the rentals 
and maintenance of buildings used for 
officers and headquarters, salaries and 
the expense of operating fresh air 
camps and relief work. 


This province's share, $22,«27, went 


to bearing the expenses of national 
headquarters, while the national pen- 
sion fund which exists to provide for 
officers who have grown old in the 
service entailed the deduction of $60,- 
000 more from the grand total of the 
provincial budget. The women's work 
for the Province took $39,973.
